Gulf War Pilot’s Remains ID’d 


18-year-old mystery solved after discovery in Iraqi desert 


WAS H I N GTO N I Navy pilot Michael “Scott” 
Speicher was shot down over the Iraq desert 
on the first night of the Gulf War in 1991, 
and it was there he apparently was buried 
by Bedouins, the sand hiding him from the 
world’s mightiest military all these years. 

In a sorrowful resolution to the nearly 
two-decade-old question about his fate, the 
Pentagon disclosed Sunday it had received 
new information last month from an Iraqi 


citizen that led Marines to recover bones 
and skeletal fragments — enough for a posi- 
tive identification. 

His family issued a statement saying, 
“The news that Captain Speicher has died on 
Iraqi soil after ejecting from his aircraft has 
been difficult for the family, but his actions in 
combat, and the search for him, will forever 
remain in their hearts and minds.” 

Shot down over west- central Iraq on 


Jan, 17, 1991, Speicher 
was declared killed by 
the Pentagon hours later. 
But 10 years later, the 
Navy changed his status 
to missing in action, cit- 
ing an absence of evidence 
that Speicher had died. In 
October 2002, the Navy 
switched his status to “missing/captured,” 
although it has never said what evidence it 
had that he ever was in captivity, (ap)

To reduce deficits, top 
economic advisers 
leave all options open 

WAS H I N G TO N I President Obama’s 
treasury secretary on Sunday said 
he cannot rule out higher taxes to 
help tame an exploding budget def- 
icit, and his chief economic adviser 
would not dismiss raising them on 
middle-class Americans as part of 
a health care overhaul. 

Treasury Secretary Timo- 
thy Geithner on “This Week” 
and National Economic Council 
Director Larry Summers on “Meet 
the Press” and “Face the Nation” 
both sidestepped questions about 
Obama’s intentions about taxes. 
Geithner said the White House 
was not ready to rule out a tax 
hike to lower the federal deficit; 
Summers said Obama’s proposed 
health care overhaul needs fund- 
ing from somewhere. 

“There is a lot that can happen 
over time,” Summers said, adding 
that the administration believes “it 
is never a good idea to absolutely 
rule things out, no matter what.” 


During his presidential cam- 
paign, Obama repeatedly vowed 
“you will not see any of your taxes 
increase one single dime.” But the 
simple reality remains that his 
ambitious overhaul of health care 
must be paid for. 

“If we want an economy that’s 


going to grow in the future, peo- 
ple have to understand we have to 
bring those deficits down. And it’s 
going to be difficult, hard for us to 
do. And the path to that is through 
health care reform,” Geithner said. 
“We’re not at the point yet where 
we’re going to make a judgment 


GREENSPAN CHIMES IN 

Former Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan was 
also on “This Week” on Sunday: 

^ Greenspan said he is “pret- 
ty sure we’ve already seen the bot- 
tom” of the recession.

Administration looks 
at creating new prison 
with court in the U.S. 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Obama admin- 
istration is looking at creating a 
courtroom-within-a-prison com- 
plex in the U.S. to house suspected 
terrorists, combining military and 
civilian detention facilities at a sin- 
gle maximum-security prison. 

Several senior U.S. officials said 
the administration is eyeing a soon- 
to-be-shuttered state maximum- 
security prison in Michigan and the 
134-year-old military penitentiary 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kan,, as pos- 
sible locations for a heavily guarded 
site to hold the 229 suspected ter- 
rorists now at the Guantanamo Bay 
detention camp in Cuba. 

For months, government law- 
yers and senior officials at the Pen- 
tagon, Justice Department and 
the White House have struggled 


with how to close the interna- 
tionally reviled U.S. Navy prison 
at Guantanamo. Congress has 
blocked $80 million intended to 
bring the detainees to the United 
States, and lawmakers want the 
administration to say how it plans 
to make the moves without put- 
ting Americans at risk. 

The proposed facility would 
operate as a hybrid prison system 
jointly operated by the Justice 
Department, the military and the 
Department of Homeland Security. 


The administration’s plan, accord- 
ing to three government officials, 
calls for moving all the Guantana- 
mo detainees to a single US. prison; 
building a court facility within the 
prison site where military or crimi- 
nal defendants would be tried; and 
providing long-term holding cells 
for a small but still undetermined 
number of detainees who will not 
face trial because intelligence and 
counterterror officials conclude 
they are too dangerous to risk being

Armed with machine guns, gov- 
ernment troops sweating in tropi- 
cal heat guarded the rubble of the 
sect’s headquarters in this north- 
ern Nigerian city. 

Moderate Muslim clerics and 
scholars said they had warned gov- 
ernment officials about the sect’s 
violent tendencies — and that the 
alarms went unheeded before Boko 
Haram militants attacked a police 
station in Bauchi state on July 26. 
Violence quickly spread to three 
other states before Nigerian forces 
retaliated, storming the group’s 
Maiduguri compound, (ap) 


Iranian guards detained the 
three American tourists Friday 
after they allegedly crossed the 
border from northern Iraq, Iran 
state TV said. One of the missing 
Americans has been identified as 
Joshua Fattal by Kurdish authori- 
ties.

The marketplace has respond- 
ed, with start-ups and publish- 
ers now offering to rent books or 
providing electronic versions at a 
fraction of the cost.

note, and next summer a law goes 
into effect that will require colleges 
to list the cost of required mate- 
rials in online course schedules. 
Until then, here are a few ways to 
keep book costs down. 

Try Renting 

Chegg.com, named after the old 
riddle about the chicken and the 
egg, says its rentals can save stu- 
dents 65 percent to 85 percent 
compared to the cost of buying 
books new. As an example, rent- 
ing “Introductory Chemistry” for 
a semester costs $44. The book 
has a list price of $140. 


Think Digital 

One popular place to get e-textbooks 
is CourseSmart.com, which works 
with 12 of the largest higher-educa- 
tion publishers to offer about 7,000 
titles. The company says its e-text- 
books on average cost about half the 
price of new print copies. 

Buy Used 

The benefit of bu5dng a print text- 
book is that students can mark up 
the pages and keep or resell the 
books. New textbooks are expen- 
sive, however, and the prices for used 
copies at campus bookstores often 
aren’t much cheaper. Beating those 
prices is easy online. On Barnes & 
Noble’s Web site, for example, the list 
price for “Textbook of Basic Nurs- 
ing” is $94.95. The site lists several 
used copies, with prices starting at

The popular children’s book, 
about a family of ducks escorted 
across a busy street by a Boston 
police officer, apparently is not on 
the reading list in Fairfax, When 
Jozsef Vamosi, 60, tried to help a 
family of Canada geese cross the 
Fairfax County Parkway recently, 
he was given a ticket by a Fairfax 
officer — for jaywalking.

court. His trial is set for 9:30 Mon- 
day morning in Fairfax General 
District Court. 

“I don’t feel guilty,” said Vamo- 
si, a home remodeling contractor, 
“My instinct is

sleep.” 

The Fairfax 
police said they 
couldn’t discuss 
a pending case, and acknowledged 
that motorists in such situations 
have good intentions. 

The episode unfolded in Reston 
on June 18, Vamosi said. Vamosi 
was driving north on the parkway 


approaching the Dulles Toll Road 
when he spotted several smaller 
geese edging toward the pavement, 
and a full gaggle behind them, 
“They were walking like gen- 
tlemen,” Vamosi said. “Like the 
Beatles on Abbey Road.’” Then an 
officer sped to the scene. 

“He jumped out the car, yell- 
ing at me,” Vamosi said of the offi- 
cer, identified in court records as 
Kevin J, Rusin, 

Vamosi said he asked the offi- 
cer if he was there to help, and that 
Rusin responded by questioning 
Vamosi’s sanity. 

Vamosi said he told the officer he 
would fight the ticket. “And if I had 
the chance. I’d do it again,” he said.

Local districts keep

While school districts across the 
country are cutting back on sum- 
mer school to save money, Mont- 
gomery County is so convinced of 
its value to students that it spent 
$1,2 million this year to expand 
one of its programs. 

School districts across the 
Washington region are bucking 
the national trend by maintaining 
summer school classes, contend- 
ing that they are cost-effective in 
the long run. 

The recession has savaged 
school budgets, and summer school 
has been an easy target for cuts. 
But in the Washington region, 
school districts have largely stuck 
to their guns. 


The Prince George’s County 
school system laid off 275 employ- 
ees, but its summer school pro- 
gram was left intact. Summer 
enrollment and spending in Lou- 
doun, Prince William and Arling- 
ton counties, and the District are 


all holding steady. 

Montgomery’s “Summer 
Adventures in Learning” program

But as a band known for elabo- 
rately constructed, softly sweeping 
melodies as much as the explosive, 
distorted climaxes that generally 
follow, attempting to lull an audi- 
ence with a gradually building cre- 
scendo can be a challenge, 

“You’re trying to have a tender 
moment and, suddenly, you can 
hear, you know, the performance or 
something from the back. It’s not 
ideal,” said the group’s guitarist, 
calling from his home a few miles 
south of Glasgow city. 

After having too many mellow 


moments crushed, the band now 
refrains from its trademark soft/ 
loud pattern 

From the perspective of one 
of its founding members, the 
best place to experience Mog- 
wai — which is named after the 
adorable Furby-like creatures in 
the movie “Gremlins” and is also 
Cantonese for “demon” — is in a 
club setting, 

“I probably prefer our own 
shows because ever 5 rthing is under 
your control,” Braithwaite said. 

Wherever its playing, Mogwai’s 


sound is one that has baffled rock 
categorizers since its start six stu- 
dio albums ago in the mid-’90s. 
Most often, it’s labeled as “post- 
rock,” a slightly ambiguous term 
that describes instrumental-based 
rock music that usually diminishes 
vocal roles. 

But Braithwaite maintains that 
it’s a lot simpler than that, 

“I think we did a few singles 
before anyone ever heard the word 
'post-rock,’ We just saw what we 
were doing as just as a regular rock 
band,” he said, “We just didn’t have 


much singing, because none of us 
are very good singers,” 

When Mogwai’s five members 
convene, their goal isn’t to make 
something that sounds Mogwai- 
esque, Braithwaite said — it’s to 
make music with merit, 

“I think the only pressure is to 
ourselves,” he said, “We just play, 
and if it sounds good, then we keep

Twitter is loosening 
the NFL’s grip on its 
image control tactics 

Thousands of fans gathered in Ash- 
burn, Va., last week for the opening 
of Redskins training camp, sepa- 
rated from their oversize heroes by 
a long barricade. 

But when the players left the 
field and returned to the locker 
room, fans suddenly had unprec- 
edented access to the players’ 
thoughts and whims through their 
laptops and mobile devices. 

For the first time, fans aren’t 
dependent on media reports for 
training camp updates. Players 
themselves are divulging certain 
details, from the humorous to 
the inconsequential, using Twit- 
ter feeds. 

“Had a six inch Sub for lunch 
and now I’m headed back to prac- 
tice number 2. Ugh,” tight end Chris 


Cooley told his 12,000-plus follow- 
ers on the opening day of camp. 

While athletes have used blogs 
the past couple years, they say Twit- 
ter is quicker, more accessible and 
less likely to be filtered through 
agents, publicists or team officials 
before publication. 

From the perspective of both 
fans and athletes, that’s a good 
thing. But the National Football 
League is an image-obsessed 
league, routinely beset by athletes’ 
off-the-field antics. Twitter has 
already grown into a social media 
tool over which the league has little 
to no control. 

“I think Twitter has a huge 
opportunity for football players in 
particular to break out of the helmet 
and become a person,” said Kath- 
leen Hessert, a media strategist. 
“I think anybody who doesn’t look 
at it in the NFL is really just clos-
